LONDON, May 17 (AP).—Seek- 
ing to stem the export of British 
capital, principally to the United 
States, London stock brokers to- 
day reached an agreement not to 
quote American securities until fur- 
ther notice. 

This move followed a statement 
in the House of Commons yester- 
day by Sir John Simon, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, cautioning Brit- 
ist investors against sending their 
funds abroad. 

London financial circles also said 
that an unofficial request to de- 
sist from quoting trans-Atlantics 
(United States shares), had been 
sent to brokers by the Bank of 
England in the form of a note call- 
ing attention to Sir John’s state- 
ment. 

He told the Commons he had 
asked one insurance company to 
cease issuing a circular advocat- 
ing the sending of funds to the 
United States. 

“I have taken definite steps about 
it and I think they will be effec- 
tive,” he said. 

On April 20 Sir John said that 
“the good sense of investors will 
indicate to them that the export 
of capital at the present time when 
the requirements of national de- 
fense are so great would be dele- 
terious to the nationa! interests.”

A tentative agreement reached at 
conferences here provides for con- 
tinued recognition of the CIO In- 
land Boatmen’s Union and the A.

bargaining, so long as the unions 
represent a majority of the em- 
ployes, and contains a preferential 
hiring clause.

This statute makes it unlawful 
for a corporation to contribute 
money directly or indirectly to the 
campaign fund of any candidate 
for public office or to use money 
to try to influence the result of 
any election. Forfeiture of the cor- 
porate charter by court decree is 
the penalty provided by the stat- 
ute. 

Federal Holding Company Act. 

The Federal Holding Company 
Act, under which the SEC is con- 
ducting its investigation of Union 
Electric, provides penalties up to 
five years in prison and fines of 
$10,000, or both imprisonment and 
fine, for violations of certain pro- 
visions of the act or regulations 
authorized by the act. This act 
makes it a felony for a registered 
holding company or a subsidiary 
to use money to try to influence 
the result of any election or to 
make contributions to _ political 
campaign funds. 

This investigation is the first of 
the kind undertaken by the SEC 
under the bread powers given it by 
the Holding ‘Company Act, and is 
regarded as a test of the authority 
of the commission to regulate the 
practices of public utilities. The 
act requires public utility holding 
companies to register with the SEC. 
The North American Co. registerd 
with the SEC early in 1935. 

As a result of the SEC inquiry 
the Treasury Department, it has 
been learned, is investigating the 
incomes of certain officers of Union 
Electric, including those of Egan, 
Boehm and Laun. 

So far, the SEC inquiry has been 
private and the findings have not 
been made public. In preparation 
for a public investigation, however, 
the SEC recently issued an order 
asserting it had reasonable grounds 
to believe that the company had

Egan Asked SEC to Act. 

After first publication in the 
Post-Dispatch last Oct. 29 of the 
circumstances of Vice-President 
Funk’s ouster, President Egan and 
Vice-President Boehm went to 
Washington and requested the SEC 
to investigate the statements pub- 
lished as to political activities and 
expenditures of the company.

| press as liberty of publishing. 

| Vital as were the issues involved, and 
epochal as were the decisions, it cannot be 
said that the public was particularly inter- 
ested, or that it was heartened as it should 
have been by the buttressing of its liberties.

The Conflict Within the New Deal

Among the radical New Dealers, 
the essence of the New Deal is the 
reduction of private corporate con- 
trol by collective and 
labor legislation, on the one side, 
and by restrictive, competitive and 
deterrent Government action on the 
other side. Thus they cling to taxes 
which do not come anywhere near 
yielding enough revenue to balance 
the budget, because those particu- 
lar taxes paralyze the financial] 
power of the rich and well-to-do. 

The difference between a reform- 
er like Secretary Morgenthau and 
his opponents within the adminis- 
tration is at bottom that Mr. Mor- 
genthau thinks a deterrent tax is 
a bad tax, whereas they think it 
is a good tax. It depends on what 
you really want. If you want to 
deter private initiative in industry 
because you are hoping to reduce 
the private control of industry, 
then a deterrent tax is just the 
sort of tax you want.

This is the issue between the re- 
formers and the radicals. Both be- 
lieve in spending. But the reform- 
ers wish to spend (1) because they 
wish to create social services and 
public works; (2) because they 
wish to prime the pump for recov- 


ry. 
The radicals wish to spend (1) 
because public spending increases 
the power of the Government as 
compared with private business: 
(2) because it makes recovery and 
prosperity depend on Government 
rather than private initiative; 
(3) because it substitutes public 
investment of a proportion of the 
national savings for private invest- 
ment and (4) because the money 
is spent for desirable social serv- 
ices. 

The reformers regard the spend- 
ing as an instrument of recovery 
and a means for improving the con- 
dition of the people. The radicals 
regard the spending as a substitute 
fer recovery and as a means for 
altering the balance of social power.

That is why the recent contro- 
versy over “tax deterrents” has 
been so significant. It symbolizes 
the issue that divides the New Deal. 


For no one knows whether the 
Treasury's tax reforms will actual- 
ly promote a substantial recovery, 
given the general state of the world 
at the present time. 

But what is known is that if the 
President had whole-heartedly ac- 
cepted that program, it would have 
been a pledge that the reformers 
rather than the radicals were pre- 
dominant in the New Deal. 

That pledge, whatever its imme- 
diate economic effects, would have 
gone a long way toward an honora- 
ble reconciliation between business 
and the New Deal, a reconciliation 
based on the acceptance by busi- 
ness of social reform, and by the 
administration an acceptance of 
private initiative and private con- 
trol in the management of busi- 


ess. 
If the end, either this administra- 
tion or its successor will have to 
make just such a reconciliation. The

Dr. W. M. Johnson Discusses 
Misconceptions Regarding 
Health and School Work. 


A few contemporary fetishes in 
regard to the relationship between 
the health of school children and 
their work were attacked by Dr. 
Wingate M. Johnson of Winston- 
Salem, N. C., yesterday at a sym- 
posium on “Health Probiems in 
Education” held in one of the Au- 
ditorium’s assembly halls. 

Dr. Johnson, who said he talked 
from the point of view of a father 
and citizen as well as of a prac- 
ticing physician, exploded the pop- 
ular idea that physical defects are 
always responsible for poor schocl 
work and.deprecated the empha- 
sis which many schools place on 
perfect attendance records. 

“A misconception resulting from 
the emphasis placed on defects 
found in routine examinations of 
school children,” he said, “is the 
popular idea that physical defects 
are always responsible for low IQ’s 
and that their correction will au- 
tomatically insure a first-class set 
of brains. 

Will of Almighty. 

“It is true that school progress 
may be retarded by poor vision, 
defective hearing, or hyperthyroid- 
ism, and that anemia may cause 
mental as well as physical laziness. 
Only too often, however, the at- 
tempt to take the child out of the 
repeater class by removing his ton- 
sils and adenoids or straightening 
his teeth is a praiseworthy but fu- 
tile attempt to thwart the will of 
the Almighty. 

“For many years I have advised 
mothers and children under my 
care to keep their children at home 
the second day of every school 
year so that there would be no 
terfect attendance record to main- 
tain—just as a bride often removes 
her wedding ring as soon as pos- 
sible after it is placed on her fin- 
ger. 

“Another iniquitous practice that 
tends to spread colds and other 
communicable diseases is that of 
requiring a teacher to pay for a 
substitute if absent even one day 
on account of illness.

A. Does Not Support Es- 
timate of 40,000,000.

Usual Computation of $1,- 
000,000 a Day in Gra- 
tuitous Services Declared 


to Be Too Low. 


Whatever may be the needs of 
“. third of the nation” for food 
and shelter, only 40,000, not 40,000,- 
000, persons in the country do not 
receive the medical care they re- 
quire, it is asserted in a survey 
report under consideration by the 
American Medical Association. 

This is the major conclusion 
drawn from the initial study of 
statements collected by the asso- 
ciation from physicians, health 
agencies and others in 763 coun- 
ties in 87 states. Dr. W. F. Braasch 
of the Mayo ‘Clinic, Rochester, 
Minn., chairman of the committee 
which conducted the survey, out- 
lines the findings in a report to 
the House of Delegates made yes- 
terday. 

‘The answer to the survey’s key 
question, whether any large section 
of the population is unable to get 
needed and desired medical care, is 
“so nearly unanimous that it 
should be considered conclusive,” 
Dr, Braasch declares. 

“No Significant Number.” 

“Fully 90 per cent of all the 
sources consulted reported that 
they knew of no significant num- 
ber of persons needing and seek- 
ing medical care who were unable 
to obtain it,” he said. 

The 17,000 physicians responding 
to the survey report giving medical 
service without charge to 2,611,451 
persons, a little more than 5 per 
cent of the population of the area 
covered. Since the 17,000 are less 
than 25 per cent of the practition- 
ers in the area, Dr. Braasch’s com- 
mittee estimates that at least 10 
per cent of the population gets free 
care. The reporting physicians also 
say they spent 1,909,713 hours in 
clinics and hospitals without remu- 
-neration. 

“Any sort of calculation based on 
these facts demonstrates that the 
previously used estimate of $1,000,- 
000 @°day of free service by physi- 
cians in the United States is far 
below the actual figure,” the report 
declares. 

Government Agencies Criticised. 

Sweeping criticism of the various 
health seryices offered by govern- 
mental agencies is expressed. “Gov- 
ernmental provisions for medical] 
eare for the indigent are every- 
where inadequate, except as supple- 
mented by gratuitous services of 
physicians,” the report says. “From 
many states came complaints of 
overcrowded facilities for the care 
of the mentally diseased, the fee- 
bleminded and the tubercular.” 

“Reports of inability of indi- 
viduals to secure service are usual- 
ly accompanied by suggestions of 
changes in the local organization 
of medical care by which the 
needed service can be supplied, 
and there are numerous reports of 
such changes being made as a re- 
sult of the survey,” the report con- 
tinues. 

From those providing informa- 
tion for the survey, Dr. Braasch 
says, there came many suggestions 
that a system of prepayment might 
be desirable for the low income 
classes, 

“It is apparent,” he says, “that 


the great majority of our profes-j 


sion are favorably inclined — to 
changes which would fulfill the 
needs of local conditions but are 
opposed to radica] changes in the 
present system of medical care.”

Dr, Laqueur, who with his co- 
workers announced the isolation of 
the male sex hormone in 1936, is in 
St. Louis to attend the American 
Medical Association convention. 
Since his arrival in the United 
States a week ago he has lectured 
at Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore and at McGill University 
in Montreal. 
Experiments with synthetic hor- 
mones have obtained results that 
suggest curative powers in a vast 
field of disease hitherto impossible 
to treat, Dr. Laqueur told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 
Work Just Started. 

“Work with hormoens has just 
started,” he said. “We have iso- 
lated the sex hormones, yes, we 
have determined the chemical 
structure and have _ synthesized, 
but as to what all is the meaning 
we do not know. Dr. Doisy at 


your St. Louls University and his 
workers isolated the female sex 
hormone and have done much in 
the field of analysis, perhaps the 
best in the world, 

“We know this, that there are 
many disorders which are caused 
by a deficiency of hormones. There 
are definite sexual disorders, many 
in women from 40 to 50 years old, 
and there are others which are 
harder to diagnose—too much 
nervousness or worry or some 
strange phobia. We will say that 
treatment with hormones may cure 
these, but, of course, we must be 
very cautious. It is not yet a mat- 
ter of going to the drug store, as 
for an aspirin tablet, 

Praise for Convention. 

Dr. Laqueur said considerable 
work on other hormones which may 
prove factors in controlling growth 
was now in progress at the Univer- 
sity of Amsterdam. “We are not 
ready yet to say what we find,” he 
said. “There are so many things 
that must be checked before it is 
sure.” ae 

“IT would much rather talk about 
this exposition,” he added, smiling. 
“A hundred medical congresses I 
have seen in Europe, but never one 
of such proportions. It is amazing, 
amazing. Here there are 8000 doc- 
tors, in all Holland we have only 
6000.” 

He pointed out the window of his 
apartment on the fifteenth floor of 
the Congress Hotel, and said, “This 
Western land is good to look upon.

Patients Reported Saved From 
Excessive Bleeding in Certain 
Corrective Operations. 


How use of a newly discovered 
vitamin obtained from dried alfalfa 
has saved patients from bleeding 
to death in operations for the cor- 
rection of jaundice was described 
by Dr. John G. Mateer of Detroit 
in a pane] discussion on diseases 
of the biliary tract at the conven- 
tion of the American Medical As- 


sociation yesterday. 

The new substance, known 4s 
Vitamin K, is receiving attention 
at many of the convention meet- 
ings, but was of particular interest 
to experts on diseases of the gall 
bladder and bile ducts because of 
its value in treating these ailments. 
Patients suffering from jaundice 
—a disease characterized by the 
presence of bile pigments in the 
blood because of obstruction of the 
biliary tract or disorders of the 
liver—in many instances have ex- 
hibited a tendency toward exces- 
sive bleeding, Dr. Mateer explained. 
In operations for removal of gall 
stones of other conditions causing 
jaundice, about one patient in 20 
died as a result of this tendency. 


Lack of Prothrombin. 


About 45 years ago a theory was 
advanced that the excessive bleed- 
ing was due to lack of calcium, and 
for many years attempts were 
made to combat it on this basis, 
with almost no success. In recent 
years, it has been found that blood 
transfusions were more valuable 
than use of calcium, but still not 
completely satisfactory. 

Very recently it was observed 

that the bleeding in jaundice was 
associated with a lack of prothrom- 
bin, one of the substances in the 
blood plasma which acts to produce 
normal clotting. And it was ob- 
served also that a prothrombin de- 
ficiency could be relieved by a diet 
rich in such substances as cereals, 
tomatoes and carrots. 
The Vitamin K now known to be 
present in these foods eventually 
was isolated from dried alfalfa in 
concentrated form. It is a color- 
less, fat-soluble, crystalline sub- 
stance, the chemical and physical 
properties of which are not as yet 
known. 

Apparently Vitamin K is synthe- 
sized into prothrombin by action 
of the liver and bile. The frequent 
association of prothrombin defi- 
ciency with jaundice is believed due 
to the fact that in this disease 
the liver often is unable to act 
upon the vitamin, which then no 
longer is of value to the body.

The Old Cow Hands Are Riding Again as Movies 


Turn to Westerns — Theaters, Deluged With Horse 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 18. 
YCLES in public taste shift al- 
UU segether too suddenly to suit 
Hollywood's peace of mind—and 
pocketbook. 
A producer failing to keep an ex- 
perienced ear to the ground to de- 
tect advance rumblings of a change 
in fan appetites is apt to awaken 
a few months later to find the 


sheriff at his door. 

Cycles, or trends, veer sharply 
into the most unexpected channels, 
or sometimes they completely upset 
the industry—as they have in 1939 
—by doubling back over an old and 
well-worn trail. 

Eighteen months ago if anyone 
in Hollywood had dared assert that 
a major studio in 1939 would spend 
$1,500,000 to produce a Western 
picture he would have been con- 
sidered a fit subject for probing 
by a sanity commission. 

And yet today, with 1939 still to 
pass its halfway mark, theaters not 
only have been deluged with mil- 
lion-dollar horse operas of _ the 
glorified variety, but they’re fran- 
tically urging movie makers to 
speed up the procession, open purse 
strings wide and make Westerns 
the dominant theme of 1939-40 pro- 
grams. . 

If you think there’s the slightest 
doubt about the cowboy being back 
in the saddle in a bigger and cost- 
lier way than ever, pick up a copy 
of Variety or any other theatrical 
trade paper and put a check on 
box office receipts compiled by 
leading pictures released since 
Jan, 1. 

“Dodge City Smash Hit in De 


Luxe Houses” is one headline. 
“Stagecoach Held Over Third 
Week,” reads a report from the 


first run in a metropolitan center. 
“Union Pacific a Wham on Broad- 
way” and “Man of Conquest Cap- 
tures Big Street” are other trade- 
phrased bulletins reflecting en- 
thusiastic acceptance by blase city 
dwellers of a form of celluloid en- 
tertainment once considered fit 
only for crossroads audiences, 

The big Western of today is 
nothing more or less than an out- 
cropping of the little Western that 
has been steadily paying the rent 
for a majority of the 15,000 thea- 
ters now operating in this country. 
Unheeded by big city fans, con- 
tent to sit in comfortable de luxe 
emporiums reveling over the so- 
phisticated antics of much bigger 
name stars, a smali group of 
weather-beaten heroes togged out 
in chaps, spurs and sombreros have

become the stalwart support of ap-

proximately 8000 smaller theaters, 
situated in cities and towns of less 
than 50,000 population. 

In almost any of these spots, a 
dish of drama featuring Bette Da- 
vis or Carole Lombard doesn’t have 
a nickle’s worth of appeal to the 
populace when Gene Autry, Bill 
Boyd, Buck Jones, Tex Ritter or 
any one of 25 expert gun-totin’ 
cowboy stars are putting on their 
quickie show across the street. 

The idolatry of patrons such as 
these lads and lassies of the sticks 
brought Autry more fan mail last 
year than that received by any 
other staf in Hollywood. And his 
phonograph records have been out- 
selling Bing Crosby’s! 

The individual most responsible 
for 1939’s swing toward million- 
dollar Westerns is Harry Sherman, 
white-haired master mind behind 
the “Hopalong Cassidy” series. A 
former Minnesota exhibitor, Sher- 
man came out to Hollywood sev- 
eral years ago nursing the idea 
that a good series of Western 
pictures, featuring the same char- 
acters in related adventures would 
prove a profitable tonic for thea- 
ters and pay dividends to the man 
who made them. With his own 
finances, Sherman in 1935 began 
producing the Hopalong and made 
a deal with Paramount to release 
them. 

His idea proved an almost in- 
stantaneous hit. Heading the casts 
with Bill Boyd and retaining the 
same surrounding characters in all 
pictures, Sherman soon discovered 
that pictures costing him less than 
$100,000 to produce were being 
rated among the biggest money- 
makers on the Paramount pro- 
gram. 

Last year a Hopalong costing 
$80,000 was released by the studio 
day-and-date with an elaborate epic 
on which $700,000 had been spent. 
The cheap little Western played to 
more people and returned a greater 
profit than its star-studded sister— 
and thereby gave Paramount and 
Cecil B. de Mille an idea. 

If such pictures as Sherman was 
producing on small budgets could 
bring clinking dollars to the box 
office of 8000 theaters in the Unit- 
ed States, why wouldn't bigger pic- 
tures of similar character prove 
even more successful? 

So De Mille marshalled his huge 
staff of research experts, arranged 
for a production of $1,500,000 and 
went to work on plans for “Union 
Pacific.” 

The night before he left for 
Omaha to give his super-Western 
its world premiere, De Mille went 
on the radio and proudly declared

man was whipping up six Hopalong 
Cassidys and found time in ad- 
dition to make two Zane Grey 
Westerns! 

Final figures would be interest- 
ing if they could be made avail- 
able. Will De Mille’s railroad epic 
outgross the six Hopalongs and 
the two Zane Greys? Nobody 
around the. Paramount — studio 
would hazard a guess, but there 
was a crafty twinkle in Sherman’s 
eye when the question was put to 
him.

IS eight Westerns, made for 
H siientiy more than half _ the 

amount De Mille spent on the 
big one, should—judging by past 
records—gross in the neighborhood 
of $4,500,000. Individual pictures that 
have taken in that much at the 
box office since the era of talkies 
began can be counted on the fin- 
gers of one hand, with the thumb 
turned down. 

Hollywood first became alive to 
the possibilities in a_ glorified 
Western cycle when Sherman took 
“In Old Mexico,” a typical Hop- 
along, down to El Paso, Tex., for 
its world premiere about a year 


ago. 
Simultaneously, “The Texans,’ 
first of the “colossal” Westerns 


(costing about $900,000), was given 
a pompous first night in Austin, 
Tex. This was attended by Joan 
Bennett, Randolph Scott and other 
stars who appeared in the picture, 
the Governors of three states and 
other’ Texas dignitaries. 

The highest ranking officer left 


in El Paso for the premiere of “In| 


Old Mexico” (costing $81,000), 
which was attended by William 
Boyd and two other actors, was a 
deputy Sheriff. Yet 15,000 peo- 
ple were turned away that night, 
all house records were broken and 
in three days the quickie had out- 
grossed its huskier rival in the 


mearby city by several thousand/tje in either store was saved.
